JAM ES L. SCHLESINGER 
In this unfortunate era of plastic m en and smooth- 
talking political salesm en. Jam es Schlesinger was like a 
breath of fresh m ountain air in polluted W ashington. He 
belonged to a rare and seem ingly vanishing breed of 
governm ental official — one who regards his position as 
a personal as well as a public trust. 
“ Some years from now somebody will raise the 
question: ‘Why w ere we not w arned?” ’ he said to a 
colleague the week before he was fired as Secretary of 
Defense. “ And I want to be able to say, ‘Indeed you 
w ere.” ’ 
To Schlesinger. the urgency of speaking out clearly 
and forcefully on the precipitous slide of the United 
States tow ard No. 2 status betw een the world’s two 
superpow ers 
outweighed 
the 
im portance 
of petty 
political considerations. 
If the Soviet Union is heading for unquestioned m ilitary 
suprem acy over the United States, you say so. If they are 
taking too much and giving too little in the nam e of a so- 
called “ detente,” you say so. And if a congressional 
com m ittee’s cuts in the defense budget are “ deep, 
savage and a rb itra ry ,” you say that too. That is, you say 
if you are Jam es Schlesinger. 
“ For at least five years, the U.S. m ilitary strength has 
been declining while that of the U.S.S.R. has been in- ’ 
creasing,” wrote the form er Defense Secretary in 
Decem ber 1973. “ In constant dollars, U.S. defense 
spending in 1973 is 40 per cent below the level of 1968; 
Soviet spending has m eanwhile increased by 16 per cent 
in real term s.” 
It w as this im balance that Schlesinger desperately 
sought to redress. Surely he knew of the political risks 
when he frontally attacked Congress for not responding 
to these alarm ing trends But they were risks he knew he 
must, take. 
President Ford’s right to rem ove a Cabinet m em ber — 
or any other appointee — in order to fashion “ my own 
team ” is unquestioned. But the wisdom of rem oving 
perhaps the most well qualified Secretary of Defense in 
the nation's history because he had the courage to place 
principle before politics m ust seriously be doubted.

The federal governm ent is spending $13.9 million a 
year to m aintain 300 m ilitary golf courses throughout the 
United States and in 19 countries around the world 
A General Accounting Office study m ade at the request 
of Sen. Proxm ire found there are 20 U.S. run golf courses 
in G erm any alone. Ten in Japan. Six in Korea. Four in 
the Philippines. Three each in Puerto Rico and Spain. 
Two in Turkey And one each in Morocco, Sicily, Mid­ 
way, Canada, the Canal Zone, England, Johnston Atoll, 
Thailand and Italy. 
In Guam both the Air Force and the Navy operate their 
own golf courses independently of each other 
Moreover, the GAO found that m any of the courses 
within the United States w ere m aintained regardless of 
the num ber of private courses in the areas. 
For exam ple, there are 14 public golf courses within 25 
miles of the Army course at Fort Gordon in Georgia, 
which m aintains two 18-hole courses and one nine- hole 
course in addition to a driving range There are 52 
private and public courses surrounding the Army course 
at Selfridge Base in M ichigan and 69 public courses are 
located near the Naval Air Station courses at Long 
Beach.

CYCLISTS’ HELMETS: A 
SHAREDCONCERN 
A nationwide effort is un­ 
derway to repeal laws that 
require motorcyclists to wear 
helmets 
when 
they ride on 
public streets and roads, reports 
the Insurance Institute for High 
way Safety. 
The 
effort 
is 
spearheaded 
prim arily by motorcyclists and 
m o to rcy clist 
o rg an izatio n s 
concerned about their alleged 
loss 
of 
constitutional 
rights. 
Those fighting helmet laws also 
claim that helmets which meet 
the federal standard are ac­ 
tually a hazard 
All 
the 
sta te s 
ex cep t 
California, 
Illinois and Utah 
have laws that comply with the 
D epartm ent of Transportation’s 
standards regarding motorcycle 
safety. 
For 
several 
years, 
m o to rc y clists 
have 
sought 
repeal of m andatory helmet 
laws by concentrating efforts in 
individual 
state 
legislatures, 
and 14 states currently have 
such bills under consideration 
Repeal efforts have been th­ 
w arted , 
how ever, 
m ainly 
because of the possibility of a 
state’s losing all federal high 
way safety funds and 10 per cent 
of federal highway construction 
funds 
Thus efforts are now 
shifting to the national level in 
an attem pt to remove the threat 
of 
federal 
penalties 
against 
states repealing helmet laws 
Five such bills are now pending 
in Congress 
To the claim that helmets 
themselves cause accidents and 
injuries, the National Highway 
Traffic Acministration replies 
that it knows of no factual data 


to support this contention. On 
the contrary, a 1974 analysis 
com paring helmet efficiency in 
Michigan (which has a helmet 
law) and Illinois (which does not 
have a helmet law) found that 
motorcycle crashes in Illinois 
resulted in “ almost three tim es 
m ore serious or fatal head in­ 
jury that sim ilar accidents in 
M ichigan.” 
But what about the argum ent 
of 
m o to rcy clists 
th at 
it’s 
nobody's business but their own 
if they want to risk having their 
skulls smashed? 
Both the validity and the 
constitutionality of helmet laws 
a re well established, says the 
Insurance Institute. It quotes 
the 1972 opinion of the Federal 
D istric t 
C ourt 
for 
M assachusetts upholding that 
sta te ’s law 
(subsequently af­ 
firm ed by the U.S. Suprem e 
Court): 
“ While we agree with plaintiff 
that the act’s only realistic 
purpose is the prevention of 
head 
in ju ries 
in cu rred 
in 
motorcycle mishaps, we cannot 
agree that the consequences of 
such injuries are limited to the 
individual 
who 
sustains 
the 
injury... The public has an in­ 
te re st 
in 
m inim izing 
the 
resources directly involved 
“ From the moment of the 
injury, society picks the person 
up off the highway ; delivers him 
to a municipal hospital and 
municipal 
doctors; 
provides 
him 
w ith 
unem ploym ent 
compensation if, after recovery, 
he cannot replace his lost job, 
and, if the injury’ causes per­ 
m anent disability, may assum e 


the responsibility for his and his 
fam ily’s subsistence.

than Sen Clifford Case, R-N J., 
who has fought tirelessly for 
reform s for m ore than 20 years.

But there was a small slip, we 
have now discovered, in 1972, 
Case intervened in a federal 
crim inal case to spare a loyal 
political confederate 
It is our duty to report the 
incident, although we em phasize

otherwise clean record. Here 
are the details: 
C ase’s 
political 
ally 
and 
devoted friend, John Dimon, the 
form er Republican chairm an in 
New Jersey, cam e under in­ 
vestigation in 1972 by a federal 
grand jury. 
A U.S. m arshal, acting as an 
in term ed iary 
for

m achine company, had slipped 
$3,500 
to Dimon. 
The GOP 
chairm an 
looked 
upon 
the 
money as a 
perfectly 
legal 
cam paign contribution But he 
feared the grand jury might get 
a different impression 
Dim on, 
th erefo re, 
took 
Senator Case aside at a political 
rally in Princeton, N.J., and 
explained the problem 
The prospective prosecutor 
was 
U S 
Attorney 
H erbert 
Stern, whom Case had installed 
to 
clean 
up 
New 
Je rse y 
corruption When Dimon spoke 
to Case at Princeton, Stern had 
already summoned Dimon to 
appear before the grand jury. 


The Senator 
listened sym ­ 
pathetically to Dimon’s story 
but promised nothing. Upon his 
return to Washington, however, 
Case asked his aide, Frances 
Henderson, to telephone Stern in 
New Jersey, 
Shortly 
thereafter, 
Stern’s 
office notified Dimon that his 
grand jury appearance had been 
postponed 
Dimon eventually 
m ade a brief appearance before 
the 
grand jury. 
The voting 
m achine com pany confessed it 
had given the money to the 
m arshal who passed on the 
money to Dimon 
But neither 
Dimon nor the m arshal was 
indicted. 
Case told us the 1972 telephone 
call was intended to find out 
whether Dimon was under in­ 
vestigation, not to influence the 
outcome, The Senator recalls 
admonishing his aide to be 
careful not to suggest anything 
the least im proper to Stern 
" I ’m satisfied in my own mind 
1 did nothing for John Dimon 
that I wouldn’t do for anyone,” 
said Case. “ 1 think a person is 
entitled to know what is going 
on ” Yet the Senator couldn’t 
recall ever m aking a call to 
Stern on anyone else’s behalf 
Stern is now a federal judge 
The telephone call from C ase’s 
office, he told us, had nothing to 
do with the grand jury outcome 
“Case never asked me to do 
anything for Dimon,” he said 
On the contrary, Stern sub­ 
poenaed records against Dimon 
or the m arshal. Stern insisted 
that he had found absolutely no 
cause to prosecute either man. 
Neither Case nor Stem was 
sure whether he had talked to 
the other personally about the 
case As for Dimon, he denied he 
had asked Case to make the

TRIBUTE TO 
JAMES L. SCHLESINGER 
In this unfortunate era of plastic men and smooth- 
talking political salesmen, Jam es Schlesinger was like a 
breath of fresh mountain air in polluted Washington. He 
belonged to a rare and seemingly vanishing breed of 
governmental official — one who regards his position as 
a personal as well as a public trust. 
“Some years from now somebody will raise the 
question: ‘Why were we not w arned?”’ he said to a 
colleague the week before he was fired as Secretary of 
Defense. “And I want to be able to say, ‘Indeed you 
w ere.’” 
To Schlesinger, the urgency of speaking out clearly 
and forcefully on the precipitous slide of the United 
States toward No. 2 status between the world’s two 
superpowers 
outweighed 
the im portance 
of petty 
political considerations. 
If the Soviet Union is heading for unquestioned military 
suprem acy over the United States, you say so. If they are 
taking too much and giving too little in the nam e of a so- 
called “detente,” you say so. And if a congressional 
com m ittee’s cuts in the defense budget are “deep, 
savage and arbitrary,” you say that too. That is, you say 
if you are Jam es Schlesinger. 
“For at least five years, the U.S. military strength has 
been declining while that of the U.S.S.R. has been in-' 
creasing,” wrote the form er Defense Secretary in 
December 1973. “ In constant dollars, U.S. defense 
spending in 1973 is 40 per cent below the level of 1968; 
Soviet spending has meanwhile increased by 16 per cent 
in real term s.” 
It was this imbalance that Schlesinger desperately 
sought to redress. Surely he knew of the political risks 
when he frontally attacked Congress for not responding 
to these alarm ing trends. But they were risks he knew he 
must, take. 
President Ford’s right to remove a Cabinet m em ber — 
or any other appointee — in order to tashion “ my own 
team ” is unquestioned. But the wisdom of removing 
perhaps the most well qualified Secretary of Defense in 
the nation's history because he had the courage to place 
principle before politics must seriously be doubted.

The federal government is spending $13.9 million a 
year to maintain 300 m ilitary golf courses throughout (he 
United States and in 19 countries around the world. 
A General Accounting Office study m ade at the request 
of Sen. Proxmire found there are 20 U.S. run golf courses 
in Germany alone. Ten in Japan. Six in Korea. Four in 
the Philippines. Three each in Puerto Rico and Spain. 
Two in Turkey. And one each in Morocco, Sicily, Mid­ 
way, Canada, the Canal Zone, England, Johnston Atoll, 
Thailand and Italy. 
In Guam both the Air Force and the Navy operate their 
own golf courses independently of each other. 
Moreover, the GAO found that many of the courses 
within the United States were maintained regardless of 
the number of private courses in the are a s. 
For example, there are 14 public golf courses within 25 
miles of the Army course at Fort Gordon in Georgia, 
which maintains two 18-hole courses and one nine- hole 
course in addition to a driving range. There are 52 
private and public courses surrounding the Army course 
at Selfridge Base in Michigan and 69 public courses are 
located near the Naval Air Station courses at Long 
Beach. 
Beyond these 300 courses here and abroad, there are 
also 163 driving ranges, 178 practice greens and 19 pitch 
and putt courses 
M eantime, additional facilities were being constructed 
by the military at 77 golf courses, including $24,000 being 
spent out of Army Research and Development Funds and 
$63,000 from Air Force family housing appropriated 
funds. A new course is planned for Fort Sill in Oklahoma 
and Sen. Proxm ire said club houses are being considered 
for the Air Force academy, Shaw Air Force Base and in 
Korea.

CYCLISTS’ HELMETS: A 
SHAREDCONCERN 
A nationwide effort is un­ 
derway to repeal laws that 
require motorcyclists to wear 
helmets when 
they ride on 
public streets and roads, reports 
the Insurance Institute for High­ 
way Safety. 
The effort 
is spearheaded 
primarily by motorcyclists and 
m otorcyclist 
organizations 
concerned about their alleged 
loss of constitutional rights. 
Those fighting helmet laws also 
claim that helmets which meet 
the federal standard are ac­ 
tually a hazard. 
All 
the 
states 
except 
California, 
Illinois and Utah 
have laws that comply with the 
Department of Transportation’s 
standards regarding motorcycle 
safety. 
For 
several 
years, 
m otorcyclists 
have 
sought 
repeal of mandatory helmet 
laws by concentrating efforts in 
individual 
state 
legislatures, 
and 14 states currently have 
such bills under consideration. 
Repeal efforts have been th­ 
w arted, 
however, 
m ainly 
because of the possibility of a 
state’s losing all federal high­ 
way safety funds and 10 per cent 
of federal highway construction 
funds. Thus efforts are now 
shifting to the national level in 
an attempt to remove the threat 
of 
federal 
penalties against 
states repealing helmet laws. 
Five such bills are now pending 
in Congress. 
To the claim that helmets 
themselves cause accidents and 
injuries, the National Highway 
Traffic Acministration replies 
that it knows of no factual data 


to support this contention. On 
the contrary, a 1974 analysis 
comparing helmet efficiency in 
Michigan (which has a helmet 
law) and Illinois (which does not 
have a helmet law) found that 
motorcycle crashes in Illinois 
resulted in “almost three times 
more serious or fatal head in­ 
jury that similar accidents in 
Michigan.” 
But what about the argument 
of 
m otorcyclists 
that 
it’s 
nobody's business but their own 
if they want to risk having their 
skulls smashed? 
Both the validity and the 
constitutionality of helmet laws 
are well established, says the 
Insurance Institute. It quotes 
the 1972 opinion of the Federal 
D istrict 
Court 
for 
Massachusetts upholding that 
state’s law (subsequently af­ 
firmed by the U.S. Supreme 
Court): 
“ While we agree with plaintiff 
that the act’s only realistic 
purpose is the prevention of 
head 
injuries 
incurred 
in 
motorcycle mishaps, we cannot 
agree that the consequences of 
such injuries are limited to the 
individual 
who sustains 
the 
injury.. .The public has an in­ 
terest 
in 
minim izing 
the 
resources directly involved. 
“From the moment of the 
injury, society picks the person 
up off the highway; delivers him 
to a municipal hospital and 
municipal 
doctors; 
provides 
him 
with 
unem ploym ent 
compensation if, after recovery, 
he cannot replace his lost job, 
and, if the injury causes per­ 
manent disability, may assum e 


the responsibility for his and his 
family’s subsistence. 
“We do not understand a state 
of mind that permits plaintiff to 
think that only he himself is 
concerned.”

IMPORTANCE OF SEA 
POWER 
Following 
the 
g reat 
emergencies of World Wars I 
and II, U.S. merchant vessels 
fought a losing battle with ob­ 
solescence. Maintaining a first- 
rate merchant marine was an 
uphill struggle for shipping lines 
against the lack of interest of a 
nation that had nearly lost sight 
of its ties to the sea and in­ 
ternational commerce. Finally 
the efforts of shipping industry 
leaders inspired the passage of 
the Merchant Marine Act of 
1970. This opened the way to 
construction of a fleet of new- 
technology 
merchant vessels 
and tankers. Skeptics who have 
questioned the wisdom of a 
rebirth of the merchant marine 
should now have become con­ 
verts to the U.S. maritime 
tradition, thanks to the energy 
shortage. This experience has 
shown the importance to the 
nation of international com­ 
merce buttressed by ships flying 
the U.S. flag. 


A U. S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture official’s statement 
concerning the impact of fuel 
shortages 
on 
the 
overseas 
shipment 
of 
agricultural 
products graphically illustrates 
Am erica’s 
dependence 
on 
merchant ships. He said, “If the 
crisis worsens...all this talk of 
(farm) 
production 
increases 
for....(1974) will be pointless. 
Farmers have got to know they 
will have that foreign market: 
otherwise they will hold off 
increasing plantings.” Farmers 
depend on export markets for 
top dollar returns on crops. In 
the long run, only a strong U.S. 
Merchant Marine can guarantee

NO GAME AT ALL 
Not that the average person is 
cruel or anything like that but, 
nevertheless, it generally makes 
people feel better when coping 
with daily problems to hear 
about others who have even 
bigger difficulties.

It is 
called “The Waiting Game,” 
and the board is divided into 
several 
dozen 
squares. 
Describing how to use “The 
Waiting 
Game,” 
board, 
the 
utility publication states that 
two or more players using a 
single dice are to move from one 
space to the next according to 
the numbers they roll. The first 
to reach the “ Plant Goes On 
Line” square wins the game. 
Reading the squares as you go 
along gives some idea of all the 
problems faced by any company 
seeking to add to its generating 
capacity. The steps, far too 
num erous 
to 
list, 
include 
selecting, surveying and making 
environmental studies of many 
possible sites, asking the AEC 
foi a permit to construct a plant 
in the case of a nuclear 
facility 
and 
going 
through endless 
hearings and discussions with 
governm ental 
bodies, 
the 
general 
public 
and 
en­ 
vironmental 
groups. Squares 
are 
labeled 
to 
show 
court 
challenges and the need to file 
with various agencies for the 
many permits required and to 
pay millions of dollars of ad­ 
ditional costs caused by new 
regulations 
requiring design 
changes and the inflationary 
price rises accumulated during 
long 
delays. 
Even 
after 
operating permits are granted, 
there may be court suits by 
environmental groups or others 
to delay operation The whole 
process, in the case of a nuclear 


plant, can take 10 or 11 years. 
It is imperative that there be 
new legislation to expedite the 
process 
of constructing and 
putting new electric generating 
facilities on line. Unless this is 
done, 
any 
power 
shortages 
experienced so far will be 
dwarfed by catastrophic 
in­ 
sufficiency of electric energy 
supply at some point in the 
future. 
Let’s face 
it, 
“The 
Waiting Game” is really no 
game at all.

Most 
Members of Congress who have 
made their way into this column 
are villains in the drama ol 
governm ent. 
They 
are 
a 
minority on Capitol Hill, but, 
unfortunately, they often attract 
more attention than their more 
conscientious colleagues. 
Few are more conscientious 
than Sen. Clifford Case, R-N.J., 
who has fought tirelessly for 
reforms for m ore than 20 years. 
He has scrupulously kept his 
own actions above criticism. 
But there was a small slip, we 
have now discovered, in 1972. 
Case intervened in a federal 
criminal case to spare a loyal 
political confederate. 
It is our duty to report the 
incident, although we emphasize 
it is merely a speck on an 
otherwise clean record. Here 
are the details: 
Case’s 
political 
ally 
and 
devoted friend, John Dimon, the 
former Republican chairman in 
New- Jersey, came under in­ 
vestigation in 1972 by a federal 
grand jury. 
A U.S. marshal, acting as an 
interm ediary 
for a voting 
machine company, had slipped 
$3,500 
to Dimon. 
The GOP 
chairman 
looked 
upon 
the 
money as a perfectly legal 
campaign contribution. But he 
feared the grand jury might get 
a different impression. 
Dimon, 
therefore, 
took 
Senator Case aside at a political 
rally in Princeton, N.J., and 
explained the problem. 
The prospective prosecutor 
was 
U.S. 
Attorney 
Herbert 
Stern, whom Case had installed 
to 
clean 
up 
New 
Je rse y 
corruption. When Dimon spoke 
to Case at Princeton, Stern had 
already summoned Dimon to 
appear before the grand jury. 


The Senator listened sym­ 
pathetically to Dimon’s story 
but promised nothing. Upon his 
return to Washington, however, 
Case asked his aide, Frances 
Henderson, to telephone Stern in 
New Jersey. 
Shortly 
thereafter, 
Stern’s 
office notified Dimon that his 
grand jury appearance had been 
postponed. 
Dimon eventually 
made a brief appearance before 
the grand jury. The voting 
machine company confessed it 
had given the money to the 
m arshal who passed on the 
money to Dimon. But neither 
Dimon nor the marshal was 
indicted. 
Case told us the 1972 telephone 
call was intended to find out 
whether Dimon was under in­ 
vestigation, not to influence the 
outcome. The Senator recalls 
admonishing his aide to be 
careful not to suggest anything 
the least improper to Stern. 
“ I’m satisfied in my own mind 
I did nothing for John Dimon 
that I wouldn’t do for anyone,” 
said Case. “ I think a person is 
entitled to know what is going 
on.” Yet the Senator couldn’t 
recall ever making a call to 
Stern on anyone else’s behalf. 
Stern is now a federal judge. 
The telephone call from Case’s 
office, he told us, had nothing to 
do with the grand jury outcome. 
“Case never asked me to do 
anything for Dimon,” he said. 
On the contrary, Stern sub­ 
poenaed records against Dimon 
or the marshal. Stern insisted 
that he had found absolutely no 
cause to prosecute either man. 
Neither Case nor Stern was 
sure whether he had talked to 
the other personally about the 
case. As for Dimon, he denied he 
had asked Case to make the 
controversial telephone call. 
SMUGGLED

Last month we reported on 
political 
intimidation, 
press 


censorship and prison abuse in 
India. It was a sad story for us to 
write, since we had been ad­ 
mirers of the gallant Indira 
Gandhi.

- Several prominent political 
figures have died in Indian 
prisons. This is alleged in a 
report smuggled to us from J. P. 
Mathur, secretary of the Jana 
Sangh 
P arty.

jails are B. L. Mittal, Chaudhary

- The barracks at Central jail 
in Tihar, Delhi, “are unswept 
and littered with human ex­ 
creta. Mosquitoes and flies by 
the millions are swarming all 
over. Latrines are choked and 
stinking.” Many of the inmates 
are political figures. 
At the Indian embassy, a 
spokesman said that all political 
prisoners are 
“treated with 
respect.” He said he had no 
knowledge of political prisoners 
dying in jail.

Miller thought that having led a 
successful drive against the old 
Boyle crowd, which was woven

Nothing like a pretty stewardess 
asking if you prefer having 
champagne, white wine or red 
with your breakfast. Then on 
Oqt. 31 the Board voted 14-6 to 
call a special national con­ 
vention (which is illegal) to oust 
Miller. This would make the old 
anti-Boyle 
leader, 
Mike 
Trbovich,

president, the president of one of 
the world’s richest unions. 


Miller 
resigned 
from 
the 
White 
House 
Labor- 
Management Committee so he 
could 
devote 
him self 
to 
rebuilding the 240,000-member 
union and to keep the coalfield 
peace under a new cost-of-living 
topped contract with the in­ 
dustry which is the world’s 
highest paying. 
The opposition contacted the 
U.S. Labor Department and 
charged that Miller and his staff 
had misused union funds. Well, 
Department officials say there’s 
no evidence. And the charges 
are too 
vague. Secretary- 
treasurer Patrick states that the 
union’s books are doubly audited 
-- by the Labor Department and 
by 
professional 
commercial 
accountants. And not a penny 
has been 
found missing 
or 
misused. 
Further, the national union’s 
books, unlike those in thousands 
of others, are open to any rank 
and filer; or to auditors any 
local 
wishes 
to 
send 
to 
Washington 
to examine 
the 
record. 
Insiders see the assault on 
Miller as an effort to crack the 
man 
because 
he 
isn’t 
a 
professional leader. He is the 
first example in the union’s 
history of a rank-and-file miner 
to rise directly to high office. 
But the next election is in 
December 1977. Apparently the 
opposition 
just 
can’t 
wait. 
Apparently it has callouses on 
its collective soul for it has 
evinced from Patrick the out­ 
cry: “Personally I’m tired of 
going home to face my five 
children and have them ask me 
about newspaper reports that 
money has been misuesed.” 
Patrick’s 
dedication 
rivals 
Miller’s. But even this isn’t 
basic. Is the sweet smell of union 
power so overwhelming that a 
caucus, or faction, or one man, 
whoever 
he 
is, 
who’s 
now 
leading the opposition is so 
aroused by the drive for office 
that they or he fail to realize this 
nation needs its steady coal 
supplies far mdre than even gold 
bullion? And that the latter 
would be useless anyway if the 
U.S. blacked out for lack of 
energy?

When they were younger, in the 
1960s, Kenton was the guiding 
force in the Neophonic Orches­ 
tra in Ix)S Angeles for about 
five years. “ I was trying to 
maintain a home as nearlv nor­ 
mal as possible for the kids and 
be there with them. 
“ The orchestra was great. 
Most of the modern composers 
writing art music had their 
roots in jazz more than in tra­ 
ditional music and couldn’t get 
a proper performance out of a 
regular orchestra. The Neo­ 
phonic was a showcase for 
their music. It was like a lot of 
my ventures; we got a little bit 
of artistic recognition and went 
through financial chaos.” 
Four years ago, Kenton start­ 
ed his Creative World. He 
bought back records he had 
made for other companies and 
now he makes records for 
Creative World. Kenton records 
— some 60 or 70 of them — 
plus a few by other artists, now 
are available from his company 
by mail. 
One thing he did, a year and 


a half ago, is make a solo piano 
record. There probably will be 
more. “ The band wasn’t start­ 
ed originally to showcase me as 
a piano player,” Kenton says. 
“ It was to show me and other 
people as composers and arra­ 
ngers. In the last four or five 
years I’ve begun to realize that 
the piano is probably the great­ 
est of all instruments that 
people love. Now I'm getting 
back to where 1 play more. 
“ I was always kind of afraid 
of the piano. I wasn’t afraid of 
comparisons with other pia­ 
nists; I don’t know what it was. 
In a recording studio I’m very- 
good at removing fear and anx­ 
ieties from musicians. Get me 
in by my self w ithout musicians 
and I thought I’d be very re­ 
laxed. The red light would 
come on and terror would shoot 
through me like I’d been hit 
with lightning. That finally has 
disappeared and 
I’m much 
more free.” 
Kenton started studying piano 
at 14 and he’s against parents 
starting

young and making them prac­ 
tice. before the children have 
developed an interest. “ You're 
running the risk of burning mu­ 
sic out of the kid. You can also 
mess him up emotionally. 
“ I became hooked — because 
I’d heard jazz. I heard a five or 
six-piece band in a beach city 
in Southern California and I 
ran around asking people what 
kind of music that was. I’d nev­ 
er heard music like that before. 
Some guy said it was jazz.” 
Kenton hopes that someday 
jazz will be taught in elementa­ 
ry schools. “ Jazz is a glorifica­ 
tion of the individual. It makes 
demands on the creative re­ 
sources of the nnnd — which 
can be applied in other forms 
-of endeavor. The most creative 
people have been addicted to 
jazz or played it.”
